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PREFACE 



The Army Air Force a Statistical Plaest (World War II) . published by the Office of Statistical Control, 
Headquarters, Army Air Forces, makes available in one volume and on a uniform basis summary statistics on 
AAF personnel, aircraft, equipment, combat operations and other activities during World War II. 

Since March 1942, the Off lee of Statistical Control has been oharged with the responsibility for collect- 
ing, processing, analysing and presenting statistics on all phases of AAF strength and activity. It has been 
the practice to make these data available to interested offices in the form of recurring and special reports. 
The summary statistics published in this volume were derived from these reports and from the more detailed 
Information available in the files of the Office of Statistical Control. 

Unless otherwise indicated, the statistics cover the strength and operations of the Army Air Forces 
only. In a few cases where combinations have been made with other Army and Navy figures, the coverage and 
character of the data have been clearly noted. While most of the statistics included here are monthly for 
the period Pearl Harbor to V-J Day, a few important series are carried back for a longer ^period. 

The detailed statistics on AAF strength and operations collected during World War II were used In anal- 
yses and studies for the Commanding General, Army Air Forces, and staff officers at all echelons of command. 
Many relationships were derived from, and analytical uses made of, these basic statistics during World War 
II. For example, as a result of a detailed study of the ratios of heavy bomber crews to heavy bomber air- 
planes in the European and Mediterranean Theaters of Operations in the fall at 1944, heavy bomber crews were 
transferred from ETO to UTO in order to achieve greater balance in both theaters. To cite another example, 
usage data such as gasoline consumption, bomb tonnage dropped and airplane losses were related to operating 
data like flying time and combat sorties to compute planning factors upon which supply requirements were 
based. A study of bomb tonnage dropped In 1943 indicated that planned production would be considerably In 
excess of potential future bomb consumption computed on the basis of available airplanes, their bomb-carrying 
capacity and their estimated rate of use, plus a liberal allowance for strategic reserves. To put it another 
way, bomb production was out of balance with the other elements in the Air Forces program. Based on this 
analysis, planned bomb production was decreased, yielding a saving of several billion dollars. 

The sources of all of the figures in the volume, unless otherwise noted, were the standardized statisti- 
cal reports instituted by the Office of Statistical Control. These reports, originating at group and base 
levels, moved up through all the echelons of command to AAF Headquarters, and enabled statistical offices at 
each level to prepare consolidated reports for their organizations. The final consolidation prepared at the 
top echelon of command, then, constituted an over-all report of the world-wide AAF.

The tables in each section are preceded by an introductory statement, giving some indication of the purposes 
for which .the data were originally gathered, the history and methods of compilation of the data, specific 
sources and examples of analytical uses of the figures. In addition, notations pertaining to several tables 
in the section have been included in the introductory statement rather than in footnotes to separate tables. 
Another saving in footnotes to specific tables has been made by the inclusion In the volume of a Glossary of 
definitions of terms peculiar to the Army Air Forces. 

Overseas theaters, as used in this volume, have included the following Air Forces for the periods indi- 
cated unless specific exception is noted: ' 

1. European Theater of Operations (ETO) - Eighth Air Force and Ninth Air Force beginning 
October 1943. 

2. Mediterranean Theater of Operations (UTO) - Twelfth and Fifteenth Air Forces; also 
Ninth Air Force prior to October 1943. 



3. Pacific Ocean Areas (POA) - Seventh Air Force prior to July 1945 and Air Forces in 
Middle Pacific (AIBFORMIDPAC) beginning July 1945. 

4. Far East Air Forces (FEAF) - Fifth and Thirteenth Air Forces and Seventh Air Force 
beginning July 1945. 

5. f.hin^ ani ^ India-Burma (C&I-B) - Tenth and Fourteenth Air Forces. 

6. Alaska - Eleventh Air Force. 

7. Twentieth Air Force - XX and XXI Bomber Commands. The terms ■Twentieth Air Force", 
"XX Bomber Command" and "XXI Bomber Command" are retained in July and August 1945 
even though they were changed to "United States Army Strategic Air Forces (USASTAF) 
"Eighth Air Faroe" and "Twentieth Air Force", respectively, beginning July 1945. 

8. Other Overseas - primarily Sixth Air Force, Antilles Air Command, Bermuda, Greenland, 
Iceland, Newfoundland, the Azores, United States Air Forces in South America(USAFSA), 
United States Air Forces in the Middle Kast (USAFIME), Army Airways Communications 
System (AACS), Commanding General, Army Air Forces, overseas and Air Transport Com- 
mand overseas unless shown separately.

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COMBAT GROUPS 



The strength of an air force cannot be measured as well in terms of either personnel or airplanes aa 
in terms of trained fighting units, capable of engaging the enemy. The unit which has been generally used 
during World War II has been the "combat group". And it was the group which became not only the basic meas- 
ure of present strength but also the planning unit upon which projected operations were based. 

The composition of combat groups varies according to the type airplane used. Even for groups equipped 
with the same type airplane, the composition differs occasionally because of varying operational require- 
ments. Following is a table showing the most usual make-up — in both planes and personnel — of the principle 
types of combat units as of 20 February 1945:

In the above table, the organization of reconnaissance squadrons rather than of reconnaissance groups is 
shown because the group does not always comprise the same number or type of squadrons. Generally speaking, 
however, three or four squadrons are assigned to a group headquarters, which itself consists of about 25 of- 
ficers and 50 enlisted men. Furthermore, the table omits the Air Commando Group, which is a composite organ- 
ization consisting of two reduced strength fighter squadrons, one troop carrier squadron and three liaison 
squadrons, a total of 214 officers and 581 enlisted men. At the peak of the program, there were only three 
Air Commando Groups, two in China and India-Burma and one in the Far East Air Forces. These three groups are 
combined in the following tables with the Troop Carrier Groups because of the relative similarity of their 
mission. Four Combat Cargo Groups, similar in composition to Troop Carrier Groups and located in Pacific 
Theaters, also have been combined with Troop Carriers. 

Throughout the war, there were always a few combat squadrons which were not assigned to a group head- 
quarters. These so-called "separate squadrons" have been excluded from the tables that follow. At the peak 
of the program, in April 1945, there were 65 of these separate squadrons, 25 of which ware reconnaissance, 
and 16 of which were night fighter squadrons. Fractions of groups shown in the tables indicate group head- 
quarters to which fewer than the standard number of squadrons were attached.

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PERSONNEL, TRAINING AND CREWS 



Because the waging of air warfare requires a complex combination of men and machines, it was apparent 
early in Horld War II that existing Army personnel reports were entirely inadequate for intelligent train- 
ing, placement and control of Army Air Forces personnel. Reports were found to be necessary which contained 
vastly more detailed information, both qualitative and quantitative. 

This requirement resulted in the institution of two entirely new concepts in personnel reporting; first, 
the reporting of all personnel by military specialty (that is, by the job held and by qualification to hold a 
particular job), and second, the skeletal reporting of trained combat personnel as the unit in which they 
fight (that is, crew reporting). Both of these new concepts were inaugurated in a new type of personnel re- 
port, known throughout the Air Forces as the AAF Form 127 report. 

Despite the complexity of this report, its comprehensive coverage of all pertinent personnel information 
immediately simplified the entire field of personnel management within the AAF. For, by preparing suffi- 
cient copies of the 127 report at each base or administrative unit, the Air Forces permitted each echelon of 
command, up to and including Headquarters, Army Air Forces, simultaneously to have available identical per- 
sonnel information for each AAF base and unit. 

Furthermore, this report was specifically designed so that it might be used at the lower operating eche- 
lons for the transfer, placement and reassignment of specific personnel while at the same time it could be 
used at the higher planning echelons in the formulation of policy decisions controlling the overall flow and 
training of AAF personnel. 

So successful was the initial concept of this report, that, despite frequent changes in types of detail- 
ed personnel information required during the progress of the war, the basic framework of the 127 report was 
never altered. Early in 1943 the combat crew section was required at a greater frequency than the balance of 
the personnel information of the 127, and accordingly it was set up as a separate report. 

The largest and most valuable section of the 127 report was that devoted to the reporting of AAF person- 
nel by military occupational specialty, and thus, several pages of the personnel section of this book are 
devoted to summary information on specialty data. The 127 report has also served as the source of the basic 
-data from which the summaries have been prepared on strength data by location, grade, arm and service, sex, 
race and function (Continental US only}. Furthermore, the data on shipments of AAF personnel to and from 
overseas theaters have been compiled from individual 127 reports. All casualty data have been obtained 
through The Adjutant General's Office. Civilian personnel data have been derived from a companion report to 
the 127, known as the AAF Form 134 report. 

Because the 127 report is an inventory report showing status as of a particular date, it was never poss- 
ible to incorporate so-called flow and progress information of the type required for complicated training 
scheduling. Thus, within the general framework of the 127 report, several detailed training reports were in- 
stituted for the Training Command. The training statistics included in the following pages are generally de- 
rived from these special reports. 

AAF personnel statistics have— as a result of the worldnri.de 127 report — provided a unique opportunity 
to all higher headquarters throughout the Air Forces for the preparation of meaningful studies and analyses 
which in turn have provided a constant stimulus to action on the part of staff officers. Chief virtue of the 
127 report for this purpose has been that it always provided exactly comparable data for every single unit 
and person in the entire itrmy Air Forces — and this data have been collected on a comparable basis from the 
inception of the report until the end of the war. For example, considerable time has been spent in studying 
the utilization of so-called maintenance personnel in relation to the workload imposed; the results of these 
studies have been apparent in the "improved maintenance" in various units or commands which were found to be 
lagging. Another profitable type of personnel study has been the projection of personnel requirements by 
specialty against the projected availability. By anticipating casualties and other attrition, by calculating 
future increases or decreases in requirements and by taking into account the length of the training pipeline, 
it has been possible throughout the war to control the input of personnel into the various courses of in- 
struction so that the AAF did not suffer any severe shortages of critically needed specialists. 

Because space has prevented the inclusion in this book of all detail contained in the personnel reports 
received, it has been necessary to use the designation "Other" in many of the following tables. Where used, 
this term embraces the following: 

1. Oth e r Continental US - AAF Center, Commanding General AAF, enroute to or at departure 
points and, beginning June 1945, enroute to or from overseas (previous to June 1945, 
in the overseas theater to or from which the personnel were enroute). 

2. Ot her Arms and Services - Armored Force, Adjutant General, Coast Artillery, Cavalry, 
Field Artillery, General itaff, Inspector General, Infantry, Judge Advocate General, 
Military Intelligence, Transportation and in the case of enlisted personnel, students 
in Army Service Forces schools. 

3. Other Specialists - primarily photographic, weather and mess personnel. 

4. ft on- spec lall sts - basic soldiers, laborers, duty soldiers and unclassified personnel. 
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5. Other Flying Training Coursaa - Emergency Air Rescue Crew, Classification, Orienta- 
tion and Processing courses and courses in War Training Service Schools and in pools. 

6. Other Technical Training Courses - primarily Auto Mechanic, Clerk-Typist, Cook and 
Baker, Counter Intelligence, Link Trainer Mechanic, Mess Sergeant, Military Police 
(Aviation), Parachute Rigger and Repairman, Supply Clerk and Teletype Operator and 
Mechanic. 

Finally, it should be noted that the tables on flying and technical training graduates reflect the num- 
ber of courses completed by students and not the number of different Individuals graduated from AAF schools. 
Since the same individual may have been enrolled In and completed more than one course, he would have been, 
In such circumstances, counted as a graduate in each separate instance.

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AIRCRAFT AND EQUIPMENT 



Hhen the Amy Air Forces began Its unprecedented expansion from peace-time to war-time strength, two 
problems of materiel management became most critical: the determination of advance requirements and the ef- 
fective distribution of equipment on hand. Requirements for aircraft, for spare parts and far expendable 
supplies had to be gauged for long periods ahead because the production cycle was as long as two years for 
some items. It was also necessary to make new calculations of the useful life and required replacement rates 
of aircraft and equipment under combat conditions abroad and under intensified training operations in the 
United States. In order to study requirements and to make the necessary forward estimates, it was mandatary 
that a reporting system be developed to provide current, continuous data on aircraft and equipment on hand 
and on inventory gains and losses. 

The problem of effective distribution of equipment on hand could be solved only through a similar re- 
porting system. The Army Air Forces was initially short of airplanes - bombers, fighters, transports and 
trainers - and had to be certain that every plane produced was put to use as quickly as possible and in the 
most profitable place and manner. Close accounting was required to provide the degree of control that had to 
be attained. 

The completed aircraft, as the instrument of air power, was brought under the closest possible control 
with a detailed reporting system. In the United States, every organization with Army Air Forces aircraft 
submitted a daily inventory report (the AAF Form 110) by teletype, giving the number of aircraft on hand for 
each type, model, and series, the number in and out of commission and flying hours. Gains and losses of 
aircraft were reported on this form by serial number, with the designation of the organization from which 
the aircraft were gained or to which they were lost. These dally reports were passed through each echelon 
of command to Headquarters, Army Air Forces, in Washington, thus providing each command headquarters with the 
information it needed to control aircraft assignment within subordinate commands or units. 

Reporting from overseas theaters was more difficult to organize than reporting in Continental US because 
of the nature of combat operations and less adequate communications systems. Aircraft loss statistics in 
praliminary farm were reported by cable from the theaters. These preliminary reports were supported (and 
corrected, as was frequently necessary) by monthly air mail summaries which gave the "firm" inventory figures 
and the aircraft losses by serial number. 

In establishing effective materiel controls, it was recognized early that some component parts of the 
aircraft, and some types of supply, were very nearly as critical as the complete aircraft Itself. Engines 
and propellers were two items for which specific, detailed reports were set up on a continuing basis. High 
octane aviation gasoline became a highly critical item and was the subject of several special and periodic 
reports both in the United States and overseas. Gasoline stocks and consumption rates per aircraft per hour 
were watched closely through the medium of standard statistical reports. 

Not all of the hundreds of thousands of items of equipment and supply used by the Army Air Forces could 
be c overed by the type of report used in controlling the assignment and use of aircraft, engines, gasoline 
and a limited number of other major equipment assemblies and supply items. For the mass of supply items, a 
machine tabulation stock balance ledger system was organized in Headquarters, Air Technical Service Command. 
This system covered only the United States. Like and related items were grouped in "classes" and reported 
monthly. Because of the great number of items, it was necessary to stagger the complete report over the 
month, different "classes" of items being reported on different days. There were over 600,000 separate items 
in the inventory, and the vast amount of paper work involved in tabulating bin cards, filling in inventory 
transmission sheets, then transcribing the information on punch cards and tabulating a complete record, made 
this one of the most difficult reporting problems handled by the Army Air Forces. 

In addition to the data on major items of eqiipment and supply and the stock balance ledger summary, a 
few tables have been included in this section as representative of special information used for control pur- 
poses within the Air Technical Service Command. These include data on the repair and overhaul of aircraft 
engines, storage, movements of materiel and overseas shipments, all of which are important functions of 
ATSC. Standardised reports have been important aids in providing the required control over these activities.

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OPERATIONS 



In tha early stages of the war, only summary combat statistics w ere secured from the routine operational 
cables sent in from the different theaters of war. as activity increased, it became obvious that a regular 
and accurate method of collecting detailed combat statistics was necessary. Far this reason, the AAF Form 34 
was originated to serve as the official report of statistics on every combat mission flown against the enemy. 
The report contained such data as the number of airplanes participating, the number considered to have accom- 
plished the mission, the number which failed to complete the mission and the reasons therefor, the targets 
attacked, the tons of bombs, rounds of ammunition and gallons of gasoline expended, the hours flown by air- 
planes participating and the losses sustained and inflicted on enemy aircraft. 

Although the report was modified from time to time to meet changing needs, the basic material collected 
was essentially similar. Moreover, the report provided a uniform set of definitions, so that world-wide sta- 
tistics of combat operations could be compiled on a uniform basis. 

After consolidating the reports, each echelon of command was able to analyze the effectiveness and cost 
of its operations. Staff planning factors were created for sorties, flying time, bomb, ammunition, gasoline 
and other supply requirements and losses in order to compare actual experience with that planned or reason- 
ably expected. The following table sets forth some of the staff pi annl ng factors for B-29 airplanes and 
crews used by the XXI Bomber Command and the actual rates experienced during Hay 1945 1

By applying staff planning factors to planned group deployment, the AAF was able to estimate for a fut- 
ure period the number of sorties to be flown, tons of bombs to be dropped, airplane and crew losses and the 
required flow of men and materiel to sustain units at capacity operating levels. 

Initial attempts to plan B-29 requirements were based in part on the operating experience of heavy bomb- 
er units. Aa experience in the operation of B-29s developed, planning factors were refined and improved by 
continuing analyses of the latest operating data, and as a result the program was a sensitive indicator of 
actual requirements. 

As accurate damage assessment became available, additional planning factors were devised to estimate the 
rate at which AAF effort might be expected to reduce the power of the enemy to resist. As a result, it was 
possible to program the striking power of the AAF against specific types of targets to be destroyed. 

In the pages that follow, primary attention has been directed towards providing basic operating statis- 
tics. Operating rates have been omitted for lack of space but may easily be derived from the data given 
(e.g., the loss rate per sortie on combat missions is the quotient resulting from the division of the number 
of airplanes lost on combat missions by the number of sorties flown; the sortie rate per airplane in theater 
may be obtained by dividing the number of sorties flown in a given month by the number of airplanes on hand 
in the theater; the airplane replacement flow necessary to support operations of a group would be the loss 
rate per sortie multiplied by the activity rata per month per airplane multiplied by the airplane strength of 
the group). 

For the sake of simplification, data covering night fighters have been combined with day fighters. Sta- 
tistics covering troop carrier and reconnaissance airplanes have not been included because complete data are 
not available; for example, flying time of combat type airplanes with units overseas is exclusive of that of 
reconnaissance types. 

In tables on bomb expenditures, jettisoned bombs have been included while mines have been excluded. 
Fragmentation bombs have been included with high explosives.
